The fighting was as furious as any since the war began and 


increased in intensity as the British battled their way forward, 
meeting the ever-growing resistance of the enemy, who had put 
in every available man and was rushing up reserves at the rear. 


Thousands of prisoners have been captured. The roads to 


nearly 600 prisoners, 2 large guns and 78 machine guns. Late 
advices from the fighting front reported the break in the Hinden- 
burg line at Queant and extends to north of Etaing, a point of 
7 miles. 


To the south the French have bitten into the Chemin-des- 


Dames line to Laffaux Mill, 6 1-2 miles northeast of Soissons. 
The Germans are putting up a desperate defense in the direction 
of Laon. 


Lens was taken by the British operating in Flanders today. 
Wulverghen, Queant and Chronville also fell to General 


Haig's victorious troops. 


The fall of Lens, provided the British are able to hold their 


gain, is a great blow to the Kaiser. The city is the center of 
the great fuel district in northern France so vital to Germany. 


The British war office today reported the withdrawal of the 


Germans from the last remnants of the Wotan line, leaving the 
British in undisputed possession. No resistnce was offered. 


Ten thousand of the enemy were taken prisoner in yester- 


day's fighting in Flanders, the most of them on the Drocourt line, 
according to dispatches from Lowell Mellett, United Press cor- 
resopndent with the British army in France.

was the fact that food conditions in 
Germany were becoming more pre- 
carious every tiny. 
My wife and I 


feared that our child, who was two 
years old, might suffer from luck of 
proper nourishment if we remained 
and I determined that no matter how 
long It might he necossary for me to 
remain in Berlin, my wife and <'hild 
at any rate should leave at the earliest 
possible moment. 


My third reason; however, was by 


far the most Insistent of all. 


I had become convinced that what I 


knew of the kaiser and his phtns, now 
that we were at war, ought to be com- 
municated to America without delaj 
and that the only way to do that ade- 
quately'would be to get home as soon 
as I possibly could, no matter what 
personal sacrifice might be involved In 
abandoning my European practice and 
interests. 


It is true that tn the early years of 


my relationship with the kaiser our 
conversations naturally embraced only 
the most general of subjects, but in 
later years, when he came to know me 
belter, he cast aside all reserve and 
talked to me on whatever was upper- 
most In his mind fit the time. After 
the war started that, of course, formed 
the principal subject of our discus- 
sions and the part that America was 


t playing in the conflict was'frequently 
brought v.p because of the fact that I 
was an American. 


One memorable Interview I had had 


with him influenced me perhaps more 
.than any other single factor to hasten 
the settlement of ray European affairs 
and* return home. 


It was in the fall of 1016. The kal- 


: ser had come to me for professional 
attention, and after my work was com- 
pleted h* remained to discuss some 
of the aspects of the war. Perhaps the 
fact that I had just returned from a 
visit to America made him more 
'usually eager for a chat with me. 


We had discussed various phases of 


the war, \yhon (he kiiiser changed the 
subject abruptly with the question: 


"Davis, what's the matter with your 


country?" 


"la what respect, your majesty?" 1 
asked. 


"Why is It that your country is so 


unfair to Germany? Why do you per- 
sist in supplying munitions and money 
to the allies? Why doesn't your pres- 
ident treat the European warring na- 
tions the same as he treated Mexico 
by putting nn embargo on munitions 
and letting us fight this thing put our- 
selves? You do not ship munitions to 
us, why do you ship them to the other 
side?" 


I was on such terms with the kaiser 


that 1 did nut hesitate to answer lUs 
question with another. 


"I have always understood, your 


majesty, that during the Russian-Jap- 
anese war, Germany continually sup- 
plied munitions to Russia. Why was 
that any more justifiable than America 
supplying munitions to the allies' 
Then again, in the Spanish-American

The fighting was as furious as any since the war began and

Thousands of prisoners have been captured. The roads to

To 
that' end, I went to New York in the 
summer of 1015 to investigate the re-1 
quirements for the practice of my pro- 
fession in that state. I had an Illinois 
license, but I" wanted to be ih a posi- 
tion to practice in New fork, and ,the 
following year I went to New York 
again and took the state dental exam- 
ination. I returned to Germany late In 
the autumn of 1910 and later I learned 
tnat my certificate hal been granted. 
Then I commenced notive preparations 
to dispose of my German practice and 
return home. 


My second reason for wanting to gel 


out of Germany us soon as possible 
was the fact that food conditions in 
Germany were becoming more pre- 
carious every tiny. 
My wife and I 


feared that our child, who was two 
years old, might suffer from luck of 
proper nourishment if we remained 
and I determined that no matter how 
long It might he necossary for me to 
remain in Berlin, my wife and <'hild 
at any rate should leave at the earliest 
possible moment. 


My third reason; however, was by 


far the most Insistent of all. 


I had become convinced that what I 


knew of the kaiser and his phtns, now 
that we were at war, ought to be com- 
municated to America without delaj 
and that the only way to do that ade- 
quately'would be to get home as soon 
as I possibly could, no matter what 
personal sacrifice might be involved In 
abandoning my European practice and 
interests. 


It is true that tn the early years of 


my relationship with the kaiser our 
conversations naturally embraced only 
the most general of subjects, but in 
later years, when he came to know me 
belter, he cast aside all reserve and 
talked to me on whatever was upper- 
most In his mind fit the time. After 
the war started that, of course, formed 
the principal subject of our discus- 
sions and the part that America was 


t playing in the conflict was'frequently 
brought v.p because of the fact that I 
was an American. 


One memorable Interview I had had 


with him influenced me perhaps more 
.than any other single factor to hasten 
the settlement of ray European affairs 
and* return home. 


It was in the fall of 1016. The kal- 


: ser had come to me for professional 
attention, and after my work was com- 
pleted h* remained to discuss some 
of the aspects of the war. Perhaps the 
fact that I had just returned from a 
visit to America made him more 
'usually eager for a chat with me. 


We had discussed various phases of 


the war, \yhon (he kiiiser changed the 
subject abruptly with the question: 


"Davis, what's the matter with your 


country?" 


"la what respect, your majesty?" 1 
asked. 


"Why is It that your country is so 


unfair to Germany? Why do you per- 
sist in supplying munitions and money 
to the allies? Why doesn't your pres- 
ident treat the European warring na- 
tions the same as he treated Mexico 
by putting nn embargo on munitions 
and letting us fight this thing put our- 
selves? You do not ship munitions to 
us, why do you ship them to the other 
side?" 


I was on such terms with the kaiser
